Not only is wine falsified by adding cidor, sugar; 
molasses, tartaric, or tannic acids, sulphuric aci 
lime, alum, bitter almonds, leaves of the cherry~ 
laurel, etc. but it is largely manufactured with- 
out the slightest pretence of "being associated 
with the grape, . The fesult of the fermenta- 
tion of the juice of the ‘grape is imitated 
by means of fermentation ‘with water of 
‘sy substances, such as ‘syrup of feculs, 
‘dried fruits and raw sugar, of juniper berries, 
‘corriander sceds and fresh rye bread. After 
fermentation the liquor is racked off, and if itis 
not sufficiently colored, an infusion of red bect 
or myrtle berries is» added. In order to correct 
the ‘acidity,. some makers ate. unscrupulous 
enough to use litharge, thus affording to the 
drinkers the probable chance of an attack of colic. 
In the departments of Herault, Pyrenees and Var, 
lime is used to heighten the, color of the ,wine 
and reduce the lees, but by.so doing chemical 
changes supervene with the effect of a porgatire 
and even corrosive nature to the liquid. Alum
